SHOT THROUGH THE HEAD. 


Frank E, Robbins Dies by His Own 
ö Hand at Bowling Green, Ky.

BOWLING GREEN, Ky., Oct. 4.—Frank 
E. Robbins, a drummer for the N. O. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co. of St. Louis, was found 
dead on Eleventh street here this morn- 


ing. He committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the head. He came here 
on Sept. 23 and registered at the Owens 

otel, and since that time he has been 
wholly without money and very despondent. 
He was last seen alive yesterday afternoon, 
when he told the clerk at the hotel that un- 
less he received some money from his 
brother at St. Louis he was going to leave 
town on a freight train if they put him off 
every thirty yards. He had written to his 
house several times for money, but they 
refused to send it to him, evidently being 
displeased with the way he was doing busi- 
ness. His body is now in the hands of Un- 
dertaker Gtfrard and his firm has been tele- 
graphed of his death. 


The deceased was a single man, about 
3% years old, a brother of Bdward C. Rob- 
bins, President of the St. Louis Well Ma- 
chine and Tool Co., of 4359 Forest Park 
boulevard. Mr. Robbins was notified of his 
brother’s death Friday morning and took 
immediate steps to care for the remains. 
S. P. Robbins, another brother of the de- 
ceased, will probably leave for Bowling 
or to-night to bring the body to St. 


uls. 

At the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Co.’s 
office Mr. Nelson said: “I know nothing of 
Mr. Robbins personally, as he had been 
with the house only a month. He traveled 
for us on commission, but his sales have 
not been satisfactory. Lately he has fre- 
quently written us for expense money, but 
we did not send it.“

But why didn’t 
the European avenger start out avenging 
until ten years ago? Goldman’s daughter 
says he left for this country twenty-four 
years ago. The unknown ‘correspondent 
has suggested a romance.

Their fi- 
delity to their faith has been the chief 
source of their many afflictions. They re- 
ceived their Christian faith in the second 
century and have held fast to it threugh 
all the years in @pite of incessant persecu- 
tion and many general massacres. They 
have a magnificent literature and a great 
history and are surely too noble and intel- 
ligent a p e to be wiped from the earth 
by the un akable Turk. All that the 
Aremian le ask is protection for life, 
honor an roperty, and surely such a de- 
mand shoyid meet with the sympathy of the 
American people. 

It is said by enemies of the Armenians 
that this outbreak is the result of a secret 
revolutionary movement, and that it was 
specially designed to proveke bloodshed 
in order to attract the attention and inter- 
vention of Europe. The conclusive answer 
to this charge is that it is not necessary 
in view of the acknowledged facts to place 
any more bloodshed tn evidence before 
Europe and the civilized world. But it 
is necessary and vitally important that the 
horrors of the recent and existing situation 
in unhappy Armenia should be brought 
home to the conscience of humanity by a 
peaceable petition.

The interviews with motorneers pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch recently show 
that the street car managers who sneer 
at fenders are not voicing the opinion 
of the practical men who know by daily 
experience what is needed to save life 
and limb in street car aecidents. 

There was not a motorneer interviewed 
who did not believe that the fenders 
would save life and are needed to pro- 
tect the public. Phere was not one who 
did not express his gratification at having 
fenders on the cars. Some testified that 
the fenders had already kept them from 
running over persons. Qne had picked up 
a little child; another had saved an oid 
man and another had saved a wheelm4n. 

The testimony was all on one side. 
While no motorneer thought that the 
fenders would prevent all accidents. yet 
they were sure they would prevent mary 
persons from being crushd under the 
wheels and would thus save life. Some of 
the fenders are not what they should be. 
On some cars murderous coupling bars 
and brake hooks stand out to the cdge 
of the fenders. These dangers must be 
attended to. 

But despite all faults the fenders are.
